37. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 36 funher comprising using the measuring 
index to determine a parameter of the human body or the balloon. 

38. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 37 wherein the parameter is the diameter of 
ihe balloon 

39. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 37 wherein the parameter is the topography of 
a body vessel. 

40 (Withdrawn) The method of claim 37 wherein the parameter is the geometry of a 
restriction in a body vesseL 

41. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 27 wherein the step of visualizing the human 
body further comprises uisening a visualization device into the catheter. 

42. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 41 wherein the visuahzation device comprises 
an angioscope. 
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
